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The Relief “Clients” 


‘The best training for a welfare worker is about five 
years as an employe of a collection agency.”’ 

Such is the belief of a critic on governmental affairs who 
spoke in Upland recently. He was critical of the policy in 
this county and in this state of giving as much as possible 
to persons on relief rolls. 

Many relief workers refer to their people as ‘“elients’’ 
—and perhaps consider them as such. 

With emphasis, we state that many worthy people on 
the relief rolls need and deserve the aid given them. With 
just as much emphasis, may it be stated that many people 
are getting relief when such relief is not absolutely neces- 
sary. California should not be the Mecca for the aged and 
shiftless of eastern communities. California should support 
Californians on the ‘‘dole’’ only when such support is the 
last source of income. 

Perhaps persons experienced in the coll 
business may have a different attitude than do welfare 
workers. The collection agency employe might be too se- 
vere in dealing with the relief ‘‘clients’’. And in some cases 
we know of relief workers being too lenient with, their 
“*elients’’. 

San Bernardino county had 9,158 persons on relief as 
reported about the middle of December. Of this number, 
4,997 received old age aid. The reported cost of this relief 
for December was $191,216.88. It is true, not all of this 
money comes from the county. 

; General policies of administering the relief laws are es- 
| tablished by the state and federal governments. Therefore, 

; any major change in the policy must come from Sacramento 
and Washington, D.C. 

The state legislature now in session has an opportunity 
+o amend the too lenient laws and to discourage pension- 
minded persons in coming to California.

We who are here in a safe and snug harbor, 
fed, clothed and bedded, sometimes find it too easy to for- 
get those who are not so fortunate. This is not because we 
are callous to the suffering of those who are less fortunate. 
Tt is because we are so far removed from such sordid things 
as wars, politics, gas, light and grocery bills, house rent 
and income tax payments. Yes, we sympathize with you 
poor people ‘outside’ . we’re so sympathetic that we’d 
be happy to share your problems.’’

The City Council of the City of 
Upland do ordain as follows:

The City Council of the City 
of Upland do ordain as follows: 

Ordinance No. 246 as adopted

The 
word person as used herein shall 
include any person, firm, cornéra- 
tion, partnership or other asso- 
ciation, and shall include sub-¢on- 
tractors whose contract, employ- 
ment or business are fairly or

Section Three-A. That a ‘li- 
cense fee of $20.00 for each cal- 
endar year is hereby imposed up- 
on all contractors and sub-con- 
tractors as hereinbefore defined 
or referred to, such fee of $20.00 
being due and payable strictly in 
advance and at the beginning of 
each calendar year. Provided, 
however, that instead of paying 
such license fee of $20.00 for the 
full year, any contractor as here- 
inbefore defined or referred =| 
may pay a license fee quarterly, 
in advance, but when paid quar- 
terly the license fee for such quar- 
ter shall be $7.50, and a like sum 
for ‘each quarter for which a li- | 
éense is desired or required.

Q—What is meant by a “vehicle | 
license fee?” I only recently mov- 
ed here from Indiana and want to | 
register my car. Was told I would | 
have to pay a “vehicle license fee” | 
in addition to a registration fee. | 
Does that apply only to newcomers 
to California? 

A—Every vehicle registered in 
California. pays the ‘vehicle: li- 
cense fee”. It is fixed at $1.75 for 
each: $100 valuation of the car as 
determined by values placed by 
the Department and is in lieu of 
persona! property tax. 

Specifically, this money is dis- 
tributed as follows: Not exceed- 
ing 3 per cent to the Department 
of Motor Vehicles for enforce- 
ment and collection. 

Sufficient funds to pay prin- 
cipal and interest for each fiscal} 
year are deducted for highway 
construction. bonds authorized in| 
1910, 1916, 1919 and 1920.. 

Of the balance: 20 per cent is 
paid into the state’s general fund; 
40 per cent is paid quarterly to 
citiés and cities’ and counties: (Sam 
Francisco..is such @ ‘combined po- 
litical division) and 40 per “cent | 
quarterly to counties and cities’ 
and counties;

complete and full stop before pro- 
ceeding. An exception is when 
an automatic signal gives you the 
right-of-way or whem @ traffic of- 
ficer is on duty and is directing 
traffic.
